Will Stand By Turks, 
U.S. Warns Moscow

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—The United States warned 


‘the Soviet Union Thursday to be under no illusions about 


this country’s determination to stand by Turkey and 
carry out its obligations under the North Atlantic treaty 
and the Eisenhower Doctrine. 


The State Department thus an- 
swered threats against Turkey 
and charges that the United 
States was fomenting war in the 
Middle East made by Khrushchev 
in an interview with James Res- 
ton of the New York Times. 
READ BY PARKER 

Noting that the head of the So- 
viet Communist Party had said 
it is dangerous to assume hos- 
tilities could be confined to any 
particular locality, the State De- 
partment observed: 

“That truth should be prayer- 
fully and constantly contemplat- 
ed by every responsible official 
of every country.” 

The statement, read out by 
press officer Jameson Parker, 
specifically denied as “‘complete- 
ly unfounded” two charges made 


by Khrushchev: That Deputy 
Undersecretary of State Loy Hen- 
derson had been sent to the 
Middle East in August to incite 
“certain states,” namely Jordan 
and Iraq, against Syria; and 


that the United States was then 
and is now still trying to push 
Turkey into war against Syria. 


IMPRESSIONS 


Henderson’s visit to the Middle 


East was merely an effort to 
consult and bring back first- 
hand impressions, the statement 
said. 

The charge that‘the United 
States could push Turkey or any 
other country into war was “an 
absurdity” when considered in 
the light of “‘the United States’ 
record” in the Suez crisis, it con- 
tinued. 

The United States last winter 
opposed the British-French-Israe- 
li operation against Egypt and 
used its influence in the United 
Nations to force them to withdraw 
from Egyptian territory. 

Turkey already had given her 
own firm answer to Soviet 
threats, the statement added. 
This was the note from the Turk- 
ish Premier Menderes to the 
Soviet last week in reply to a 
letter from Soviet Premier Bul- 
ganin, warning Turkey against 
massing troops on Syria’s border. 


U.S. Abolishes Finger printing 
Of Aliens Staying Less Than Year 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (#—The 
United States today abolished, 
with some few exceptions, its con- 
troversial requirement that all 
visitors from abroad be subjected 


to fingerprinting. 


Secretary of State Dulles and 
Atty. Gen. Brownell, acting on au- 
thority given them by Congress a 
month ago, swept aside the prac- 
tice of 15 years standing. 

Dulles and Brownell ruled 
in most cases foreigners visiting 
the United States for a year or 
less can be given visas without 
first submitting to fingerprinting. 

The move seemed clearly aimed 
at meeting bitter protests from 
such countries as Russia which

U.S. Speeds 
Testing of 
Jupiter, Thor 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 “\—The 
Defense Department announced 
today that work will continue on 
both the Jupiter and Thor mis- 
siles, and tests of them will be 
speeded up. 

The Jupiter is an Army project 
and the Thor is the Air Force's. 
Both are intermediate range bal- 
listic missiles, designed to travel 
1,500 miles. There had been talk 
earlier of dropping one or the 
other. 

Whether Russia’s succeess in 
launching the first earth satellite 
figured in the Jupliter-Thor deci- 
sion was not mentioned. The Rus- 
sians used a rocket of tremendous 
power to thrust the satellite into 
its orbit. 

In view of the fact that current 
funds for the Jupiter program pro- 
vide only for carrying it through 
December, the question was raised 
where the money would come 
from for continuing it. 

A Defense Department spokes- 
man replied that it would be the 
responsibility of the department 
to “‘find the money.” He also said 
the Defense Department has lifted 
any restrictions on the Army for 
the use of overtime pay for men 
working on the project. 

An announcement said that Sec- 
retary Neal McElroy had approved 
a recommendation by William M. 
Holaday, his special assistant for 
guided missiles, “‘to continue test- 
ing of the Jupiter and Thor inter- 
mediate-range ballistic missiles— 
IRBM — until a better technical 
basis is established for an IRBM 
program decision.” 

The decision was based on re- 
commendations of a committee 
headed by Holaday. Serving with 
him on the committee were the 
two top missile experts of the 
services, Army Maj. Gen. John 
B. Medaris and Aif Force Maj. 
Gen. B. A. Schriever.

BENSON WIPES EGG-SPATTERED HAT 
Secretary Unhit But Laid-Aside Headgear is Spotted 


Farmers Toss Barrage 


Of Eggs at Benson

SIOUX FALLS, S.D., Oct. 10—Secretary of Agri- 
culture Benson was greeted by half a dozen eggs thrown 
by disgruntled farmers when he stepped to an outdoor 
rostrum Thursday to address a crowd at the annual 
South Dakota corn-picking contest. 


He was not hit, although an egg 


splattered the hat he had put’ 


down when he rose to speak. 

Two eggs narrowly missed Gov. 
Joe Foss, who had just returned 
to his seat after introducing the 
secretary. They hit the platform 
and a scoreboard behind it. 


FIVE MEN SEIZED 


State police seized five men 
from the Brookings, S.D., area. 
They were released, but Gov. Foss 
said he would push prosecution. 

“‘One egg just missed my ear,” 
he said. “It could have put out 
an eye.” 

The five told police they had 
been sending written complaints 
to Washington on Benson farm 
policies and their letters had gone 
unanswered. 

“It’s un-American, certainly, 
and I don’t think anything is ever 
gained by that sort of practice,” 
Benson told newsmen. “Nothing 
like this has ever happened to me 
before.” 

Foss, who got some egg on one 
shoe, noted that only five of the 
several thousand farmers in the 
crowd had tossed eggs. He called 
them “‘odd-balls.”’ 

Ray Loftesness, vice president 
of the National Corn-Picking Con- 
test Assn. and master of cere- 
monies, apologized to Benson aft- 
er the secretary’s speech. 

“I want you to know that most 
people in South Dakota are ladies 
and gentlemen,”’ he said over the 
loudspeaker set up on the Les 
Larson farm south of here. 


ZIP BY HIS HEAD 


The secretary looked startled 
when the eggs zipped by his head 
but otherwise took no notice of 
them as he began to talk. He told 
a chilled audience that mandatory 
federal farm price supports should 
be killed. 

The level of any price support 
should be left to the discretion of 
the secretary, he said, to assure

The NAACP’s version of a dis- 
puted contempt trial record was 
rejected Thursday by the Georgia 
Court of Appeals. 

The appellate court unanimous- 
ly ruled against the NAACP’s 
request that Fulton Superior 
Court Judge Durwood T. Pye 
be forced to accept the Negro 
organization’s record of the trial. 

NAACP attorneys need an ap- 
proved copy of the record in 
order to appeal last December’s 
contempt conviction of the organ- 
ization and its Atlanta branch 
president, John H. Calhoun, for 
failure to show the state certain 
financial records. 

Apparently the NAACP now can 
either carry the matter of the 
trial record up to the state Su- 
preme Court or else accept Pye’s 
version and proceed with an 
appeal of the conviction itself.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
10 (®—The United States offered 
today to enter immediately into 
multi-nation talks on control of 
outer space missiles. The offer 
was ignored by the Soviet Union, 
which accused the West of trick- 
ery in disarmament negotiations. 

U.S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge warned the United Nations 
“‘we must not miss this chance” 
to harness for peace outer space 
missiles “which can blow us to 
bits.” 

But Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko, speaking after 
Lodge in the U.N.’s 82-nation Po- 
litical Committee, made no spe- 


- |cific mention of control of mis- 


siles. He declared the Western 
Powers are “‘still unwilling to 
reach any agreement.” 


PUT TRICKERY ASIDE 


He added: “For that reason we 
call upon the governments of the 
United States, Britain and France 
to accept an honest and mutually 
acceptable agreement. It is time 
to put trickery aside and stop 
making a good face when the 
game is lost.” 

Gromyko made only brief refer- 
ence to the intercontinental mis- 


sile which the Soviet Union now 
claims as part of its arsenal. He 
called attention to the growing 
power of atomic and hydrogen 
bombs and the appearance of “‘in- 
tercontinental weapons, capable of 
reaching any objective on earth.” 

The Soviet foreign minister de- 
livered one of his toughest U.N. 
speeches in recent years. He re-~ 
jected the Western proposals put 
forth at the London talks of the 
U.N. Disarmament subcommittee, 
and stood on previous Soviet pro- 
posals which put priority on im- 
mediate and unconditional aboli- 
tion of tests of nuclear weapons. 
PEACE OR RUIN

Reds Alter Khrushchev Interview, 
Keeping It Right on the Party Line

WARSAW, Oct. 10—The Soviet 
government made some interest- 
ing and perhaps significant 
changes in the official text of the 
interview between Nikita Khrush- 
chev and two New York Times 
correspondents this week. 


For example, the first secretary 
of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party said through 
his interpreter, Viktor Sukhodrev, 
during the interview in Moscow 
last Monday that Egyptian Presi- 
dent Nasser was not a Commu- 
nist and that he (Khrushchev) 
“had no hopes for Nasser.” 


In the official text released 
‘last night after a two-day delay 
in Moscow by the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry, however, Khrushchev’s | 
statement about his “lack of 
hope for Nasser”’ was eliminated. 
Also in the original translation, 
Khrushchev said that the Soviet 
Union had sent a note to Turkey 
complaining about the mobiliza- 
tion of Turkish troops on the 
Syrian border, and the reply of 
Turkish Premier Adnan Men- | 
deres’ was neither “serious” nor | 
“truthful.” This too, like the pre- | 
vious statement about Nasser, was | 
not in the foreign ministry’s “‘of 

ficial text.” 


DETAILED NOTES 


During the interview in Khrush- | 
chev’s office in Moscow last Mon- | 
day afternoon, William J.. Jorden, | | 
the New York Times Moscow | 
correspondent, and this reporter | 
took detailed notes of Khrush- | 
chev’s remarks. It was possible | 
to do this because Khrushchev | 
would speak first and then the | 
interpreter would interpret. 
slowly. After the interview was | 
over, the two correspondents | 
made a meticulous account 
what the interpreter said. 


A careful comparison between | 
that account of Monday’s session 
with yesterday’s official text | 
showed the following additional | 
discrepancies: | 

1. In the original translation | 
last Monday Khrushchev was 
quoted as saying: “If a war 
breaks out in the Middle East, 
we are near Turkey and you (the 
United States) are not.

Huge Fireball Zips 
Past 39-Man Plane 


Pilot Makes Sharp Turn 
To Avoid Utah Crackup 


DENVER, Oct. 10 (®—A brilliant ball of fire, de- 
scribed as being as large as a house, blazed across West- 
ern skies in the predawn darkness Thursday. It whizzed 
so close to a Navy plane carrying 39 persons that the 
pilot had to make a sharp turn to avoid a collision. 


Scientists said they are sure the 
flaming object was a meteorite 
and had no connection with the 
Russian’ satellite launched’ last 
week. 

The Navy transport plane pilot, 
Lt. Cmdr. W. F. Norris, said after 
seeing the fireball he circled over 
it and saw it crash in rugged coun- 
try near the Colorado-Utah bor- 
der. Norris said he had to bank 
sharply to avoid the fireball. 


WILL SEARCH AREA 


Headquarters of the North 
American Air Defense Command 
at Colorado Springs said fliers will 
search the area east of Myton, in 
east-central Utah. 


Airplane pilots and night toilers 
all the way from North Dakota 
to Utah told of seeing the flaming 
sky wanderer illuminating the 
heavens. 


The 16-man crew of the trans- 
port plane still was shaken when 
the plane landed at Norfolk, Va., 
nearly seven hours later. 

Capt. E. A. Anderson said the 
object came driving out of the 
north. 


“BLUISH GREEN BALL” 


“It was a bluish green ball of 
fire,” said Anderson, senior medi- 
cal officer at the Norfolk Naval 
Air Station. 

Anderson said the object flashed 
by the left side of the transport 
plane and appeared to have 
burned out about 1,000 feet below. 
The plane was flying at 17,000 
feet at the time and was three 
minutes past its checkpoint at My- 
ton, Utah. 

In addition to the crew, the four- 
engine plane carried 23 passen- 
gers. No one was hurt and the 
plane was not damaged.

George Wortell of Cleveland, said

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U.S. Pays Penalty 
In ‘Sputnik Politics’ 


The United States declared yesterday 
that it is willing to begin multi-nation 
talks immediately on steps to harness space 
missiles to insure they will not be used 
for purposes of war. And the State De- 
partment belatedly called Khrushchev's 
hand on his threats of war. | 

The proposal in the United Nations 
by Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge was, 
of course, in answer to Khrushchev’s or- 
ganized propaganda campaign accom- 
panied by threats and bluster which 
erupted in the wake of launching of the 
Sputnik. Khrushchev’s tactics currently 
have been termed “politics of the Sput- 
nik” and “rocket diplomacy.” 

Actually there is nothing new in Mr. 
Lodge’s proposals. The United States al- 
ready had made a concession in the gen- 
eral disarmament discussions by offering 
to separate international control of mis- 
siles from the one-package Western pro- 
posals. Convinced that it is ahead of the 
United States in missiles development, 
which it has proved to the world by 
launching its satellite, Russia would have 
nene of the one-package deal and re- 
jected all proposals and refused any 
workable inspections and controls. 

‘ Moscow will, of course, reject Mr. 
Lodge’s proposals unless it sees an Op- 
portunity to reap further propaganda 
benefits. Khrushchev made it plain 
Wednesday that Russia’s aims remain the 
same—a deal between the United States 
and the Soviet Union to divide up the 
world, disarm the West, break up the 
free world alliance and force the United 
States to abandon its foreign bases. 

Moscow’s proposals have only one 
aim—to open the way for world Com- 
munist domination. Khrushchev’s use of 
“rocket diplomacy” is to frighten the 
United States and the world into sub- 
mission to its demands. 

Khrushchev has moved swiftly to 
capitalize upon his obvious advantages. 
He insists that the responsibility for peace 
concerns only Moscow and Washington. 
He talks of Russia’s “terrible and pitiless” 
missiles and says the United States and 
Russia must talk things out or fight them 
out. 

All of which makes all the more rep- 
rehensible the official apathy of the ad- 
ministration concerning our missiles pro- 
gram. Russia actually is in a position to 
threaten us and the rest of the free world 
with destruction. In addition, Moscow has 
gained a psychological advantage in the 
cold war and has whittled down U:5S. 
prestige. 

While the Russians hold these ad- 
vantages, they will agree to nothing. 
Meanwhile, the full force of “Sputnik” 
politics has been loosed because of our 
failure.

School had “invaded” the girls’ wash- 
rooms. 

In the first place, the paratroopers 
are not in Little Rock of their own choice.

The farmer smiled and replied, 
“Well, that isn’t what worries 
me. 1 just wonder what the dog 
would do if he ever caught one.” 

The childish man is the one 
who chases hither and yon in pur-

suit of that which isn’t worth- 
while and which, if caught, 
wouldn’t be good for him. He- 
brews 6:1, in the words of Good- 
speed’s translation, has a word 
for us: “Let us therefore ... ad- 
vance toward maturity.” 

The unknown writer of this 
epistle probably wrote about the 
year 80 A.D. 

He seems to be suggesting: 
“The groundwork of the Chris- 
tian faith has been laid in the life 
and word of Jesus Christ. The 
faithful now have been gathered 
into a church life. We must move 
on to spiritual maturity. We 
must grow up.” 

Like a small child, the early 
churches had the problems char- 
acteristic of adolescence. But 
there came a time when the 
church was told that it should 
reflect the spirit of maturity. 

Christians should turn again 
and again to the epistle of the 
Hebrews. There are many mighty 
words for our day, for the book 
seems more modern in spirit and 
teaching than many portions of 
the Bible. 

In nothing, however, does there 
seem to be greater teaching than 
that which urges us to turn from 
the irresponsibility of childhood 
to the responsible stature of ma- 
turity. A mature faith in Christ 
will make Christians the molders 
of a mature Christian community.

PARIS—It takes no great journalistic instinct 
to land in Paris when a French government has 
fallen and another is in process of being patched 


together. It can happen any week and it is happening now at the 
worst possible time (war in Algeria) and under the worst possible 
circumstances (runaway prices and a weak franc). 


Twenty-three governments have 
gone in and out of the revolving 
door of the National Assembly 
since the end of the war.

As 
they have been since arrival of 
the troops, they were escorted on 
the campus by a detachment of 
guardsmen.

. Plackter, married and the father of one child, was in Houston, 
police said, with a 27-year-old blonde who was not arrested. She 
had lived here in a fashionable apartment building on Beacon Hill. 

Plackter, a former star athlete at Pennsylvania University and 
described by police as a powerful swimmer, was reported to have 
fallen from his 22-foot pleasure boat, Sea Mis II, Aug. 23. 

The same day, police said, he made a $15,000 payment on two 

double indemnity life insurance policies, totaling $130,000. August 23 
was the last day in a grace period for late payment of premiums. 

The policies, said Dept. Police Supt. Michael T. Clougherty 
were taken out by Plackter in July.

Rails Lose 
Trust Fight 
To Trucks

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 10—The 


United States District Court 
Thursday found the Eastern Rail- 
roads, including the Pennsylvania 
and New York Central, guilty of 
violating the Sherman antitrust 
law. 

The ruling was made by Judge 
Thomas J. Clary in the $250,000,- 
000 treble damage suit brought 
against the railroads by the Penn- 
sylvania Motor Truck Assn. and 
40 long-distance trucking compa- 
nies. 

The federal court jurist also 
dismissed a countersuit in which 
the railroads had sought $120,000,- 
000 in treble damages. The coun- 
tersuit accused the truckers of 
having conspired since 1945 to re- 
strain trade and commerce in vio- 
lation of the antitrust law. 


NOMINAL DAMAGES 


The individual trucking con- 
cerns were awarded nominal dam- 
ages of 18 cents each. The truck- 
ers assoctation, the court said, 
would receive damages, counsel 
fees and costs, the amount to be 
set after a hearing later. The 
truckers also were granted an in- 
junction against continuation of 
the practices they complained 
about. 

Judge Clary said the damages 
would be based on expenditures 
“required because of the rail- 
roads’ campaign of destruction of 
good will.” When assessed, the 
court said, 80 per cent of the dam- 
ages are to be paid by the rail- 
roads and the balance by Carl 
Byoir and Associates, Inc., a New 
York public relations concern. 


The Byoir company and the 
Eastern Railroads Presidents Con- 
ference also were named defend- 
ants in the truckers’ suit. Byoir, 
the plaintiffs charged, conspired 
with the railroads to slander and 
villify the trucking industry. 
45,000-WORD DECISION 


During the four-month trial of 
the case, which opened here last 
October, each side accused the 
other of trying to damage each 
other’s business in violation of the 
antitrust laws. 


In a 45,000-word decision Clary 
found the railroads guilty of such 
action and cleared the truckers. 
The jurist dismissed the railroads’ 
countersuit as ‘‘without merit.” 


Specifically, the railroads were 
accused of having established 
false front organizations to in- 
fluence anti - truck — 


aimed at monopolizing inters 
freight traffic.

Fulton County has asked the 
Georgia Supreme Court to uphold

the act is constitutional. 


COUNTY CONTENTION

quires “just and adequate com- 
pensation” be paid for land con- 
demned for public usé, “‘without 
specifying the method of doing 
it.”’ 


The request for the ruling grows 
out af a “friendly suit’’ brought 
on behalf of O. K., Inc., owners 
of property the county is seeking 
fc- a state highway project. 

The property owner contends 
the act is unconstitutional in that 
is allows the appointment of men 
to decide land pri who have 
no idea of land values. 


Judge Alverson sustained the 
county's general demurrers to the 
suit and dismissed it and the 
property owner appealed his rul- 
ing. 

SPEED IS CLAIMED 


Proponents of the special master 
law contend it allows speedier 
acquisition of land for highway 
projects in that governments may 
begin using property involved in 
condemnations after paying into 
court the value set by the special 
master. 

Sheats said as many as a dozen 
special master hearings could be 
held daily while the present ap- 
praisers’ hearings require much 
more time.

ONLY 2 VOTED 


The commissioners Thursday 
referred to another point that had 
been brought up at the earlier 
meeting by opponents of the zon- 
ing—that five of the seven mem- 
bers of the Atlanta-Fulton County 
Joint Planning Board had failed 
to vote on the petition, and the 
two who did vote requested it be 
turned down. 

County Attorney Harold Sheats 
said he felt that the commission- 
ers might hit a legal snag if they 
approved the petition, because 
less than a majority of the plan- 
ning board members voted on the 
petition. 

“In other words,”’ Commission- 
er Lindsey said, “to change the 
zoning we'd have to have a rec- 
ommendation of a majority of the 
planning board.”’

When Molly was 3, her little sister died of a con- 
genital heart ailment on the way to the hospital. Her 
parents explained to her that Patsy had a sick heart

Tell the truth, of course, just 
as Molly was told that Patsy 
and Grandma went away and 
won’t be back, that this is 
known as death. At this season 
of the year a ready parallel 
can be found in flowers. Flow- 
ers grow up, bloom, and in time 
fade and die, leaving seeds for 
other flowers. Patsy couldn’t 
grow up because she was born 
with a sick heart. 

I think I'd phrase it some- 
thing like that. Death is diffi- 
cult for adults to rationalize. It 
must be ghastly for children. 

Molly, in addition to having 
two persons she loved die, has 
the mishap of now being 5. Chil-

Georgia Center Puts Learning

ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 10—Going 
back to school isn’t restricted to 
the younger generation. 

This fall schooling will be a 
family affair for men, women 
and children in and near Athens 
when the Athens Program of the 
Georgia Center for Continuing 
Education gets under way next 
week. 

The Athens Program, as out- 
lined by Miss Elizabeth Powell 
of the center, is a series of fac- 
ulty-led seminars and volunteer 
group activities that give no col- 
lege credit. but which are de- 
signed to fill leisure hours and 
at the same time to stimulate 
some degree of intellectual ac- 
tivity. 

The classes which meet in the 
evenings and on Saturdays in- 
clude something for practically 
every taste—seminars in mod- 
ern languages, the classics, and 
world politics for adults; classes 
in French, modern dance, dra- 
matics and art for the younger 
set. 

ORGANIZED SLATE 

Registration already has start- 
ed and continues through Satur- 
day. All classes begin next 
week. 

Although noncredit night 
and Saturday classes have been 
offered in the past here at the 
University of Georgia, the Ath- 
ens program is an initial step in 
offering a fully organized slate 
of classes and activities. 

The thinking that brought the 
Athens Program into existence 
was explained by Dr. Hugh Mas- 
ters, director of the center, who 
remarked that the increased lei- 
sure time of recent years is 
often accompanied by increased 
boredom. 

“This boredom,” he said, “‘is 
possibly the result of education

What the center hopes to do in 
the Athens Program, he contin- 
ued, is to allow people to engage 
in activities that will leave them 
a little. better than when they 
began.

For Distress 


k me something. If I don’t know it, Charles Van 
Doren fouhion, I bet I could almost find it in a hurry. My new 
directory of community services has 

Three years ago the Metropolitan Atlanta Community Services 
started spoiling me. It issued a directory of health, welfare, and 
recreation services in Fulton and DeKalb Counties which became 
well nigh indispensable to me and a large portion of my con- 
stituency. 

This tidy little booklet began with services for the aged, cov- 
ered everything from correctional and penal services on down to 
probation and parole services with pertinent information on each 
agency, its address, telephone number and name of executive 
director. 

To somebody who has occasion to refer people in trouble to 
the nearest source of help, this little booklet was a godsend... 
for awhile. Then it became outdated. Its telephone numbers no 
longer worked and some addresses and executives changed. 


Now the planning division of Metropolitan Atlanta Commu- 
nity Services has issued another directory which is not only more 
comprehensive, but cheaper. The first one included services in 
Fulton and DeKalb Counties only and cost $1. This one includes 
Cobb County also and costs 50 cents—the price going back into 
the fund which makes the directory possible. 


Not so many years ago such a directory would have been in- 
conceivable. Atlanta was a small town and its citizens well knew 
the scope of service and the location of all such institutions as 
orphanages, day nurseries and old folks’ homes. 

Now we've grown so and services of various kinds have in- 
creased and specialized to the point where even the most active 
civic and charity worker might not know precisely where to find 
help for a retarded child, a bed for a jobless itinerant, free dental 
care or assistance for the deaf. 


The new directory lists 200 health, welfare and education of- 
fices in the three counties. 


Frank Nicholson, project director of the planning division, 
said for the first time an effort will be made to get this directory 
in the hands of all people who might have need to refer some- 
body to an agency. These include physicians, ministers and law- 
yers, primarily, with, of course, every social agency in the city 
having one or more. 


The thing I like about it is that it is so direct and concise you 
avoid the chances of sending some poor, weary person in distress 
to the wrong place. So often people wander from agency to agen- 
cy, unable to find the exact outfit concerned with their particular 
problem. One day an old lady who had spent her carfare and 
worn out her shoes in fruitless searching for help pulled out a chair 
and sat down by my desk. 


“I know you ain’t the one to see,” she said. ‘But don’t tell 
me to go nowhere for about five minutes, will you? I’ve been 
give the runaround and I ain’t a-moving a step till my feet stop 
burning.” 

One simple paragraph about the work of each agency will help 
all of us avoid giving or getting the runaround when we set out 
for assistance or information. Many of the listings, of course, 
have nothing to do with welfare agencies. The Atlanta Public 
Library is in there and so is the Police Department and so are 
all the hospitals. You can find the Fifth District of Georgia State 
Nurses Assn. office in a hurry or the federal penitentiary. 

It’s thin—a little over 50 pages—clearly printed and handily 
arranged. I'm mighty glad to see my copy. But if you want one,

In addition to national fame, the World Series swag of some 
$10,000 grand and a sport car, Burdette had picked up offers to 
keep him just as busy this winter as perfect gamer Don Larsen 
was last year. 

Del Crandall, the unnoticed half of the Brave battery who had 
caught the game and contributed a home run, said that Burdette’s 
breaking stuff was sharper than it had been in the game in Mil- 
waukee. Del explained that Lew’s fast ball wasn’t quite as live. 

While general manager John Quinn and Lou Perini were 
wringing hands with Burdette, manager Fred Haney, the for- 
gotten man in the Series, was opening shop in his office. Be- 
cause he doesn’t spew quotable quotes like Casey Stengel, Haney 
wasn’t too crowded for a new champion. 

“What did I think of Burdette?” Haney said and chuckled.

Though Stengel had lost his ‘crown, he was still leading the 
league in listeners. Almost an hour after the game, writers jammed 
Stengel’s office for the Series post mortem.

Aldermanic Panel Vetoes 
Rezoning of Tech Tract

The aldermanic board’s zoning committee Thursday reversed a 
recommendation by the joint Atlanta-Fulton County planning board 
and refused to rezone an eight-acre strip along the west side of At- 
lantic drive, NW, for expansion of Georgia Tech. 


The committee, headed by Ald. 
Milton Farris, heard arguments 
from Dr. Paul Weber, dean of 
faculty for Georgia Tech, and 
representatives of a large dele- 


gation of citizens at a public 
hearing, Weber contended the 
tract extending some 2,025 feet 
along Atlantic drive from Fourth 
street to 10th street be rezoned 
from apartment-1 use to residen- 
tial-6. 


A. W. Lyle, attorney represent- 
ing property owners, contended 
the strip has been zoned for 
apartments since 1954 and that 
owners are entitled to the high- 
est and best use of their hold- 
ings. He als? held that the pro- 
jected rezoning would depreciate 
values and force owners to ac- 
cept offers of purchase below 
what could be expected if apart- 
ment zoning were retained. 


Dr. Weber said, “‘We plan to 
expand our academic and re- 
search facilities westward. That 
is the logical way to go. Tech 
now has 5,500 students and is 
cramped for housing and class- 
room space. We may even go to 
10,000 students in the next few 
years if we keep growing. We 
have paid from 25 per cent to 
100 per cent more than the ap- 
praisals for property bought for 
expansions in the past, but we 
cannot pay three times apprais- 
als.
